The damage suit of Mrs. Edith Na­ 
varre vs the city of Benton Harbor, 
clalminfir damai^es in the sum of $10,000, 
was taken from the jury this morninfs: 
by Jud^e Coolidge, who directed a 
▼ erdict in favor of the city. 


A year ago last January Mrs. Na* 
varre fell on the steep sidewalic on 
High street, at the rear of the Shrlver 
block, and sustained injuries more or 
less severe. On the morning of the 
a ^cident every sidewalk in the city wna 
covered with ice and the wise pedes­ 
trians came down town through the cen­ 
ter of the streets. 


Mrs. Navarre applied to the city for 
a settlement and ofTered to call it 
square for t500. 
It is not likely thaG 
the amount would have been voted 
anyway, but A. H. Rowe, wno wasthen 
maydr. took a decidcd stand on the 
matter and would nave vetoed any 
resolution the council 
might 
have 
passed in regard to the matter. 
Ex- 
Mayor Rowe has some decided convic­ 
tions in regard to settling damage suits. 
During the last year of Mayor Bell’s 
, adminiHtration he was a member of a 
eommittee which settled one of those 
eases by the payment of $75. 
The 
woman who rcct ived the cash wa^i aU 
right the next day after the settlement 
and bragged to her neighbors dow she 
had done the city. That tixed Mr. 
Rowe on the damage question. 


Mrs. Navarro employed 
Gore 
& 
Harvey to bring suit against the city 
J t came up for trial In the circuit court 
this week. The pUintlff had £11 her 
evidence in yesterday afternoon with 
the exception of Mr. Gillette. City 
Attorney Ellsworth moved that the 
jury be directed by the court to render 
a verdict for the city 
When court ad 
journed last nigbt the arguments on 
that point were not finished. This 
tiiorning tho plaintiff swore three wit­ 
nesses and Valentine •& Ellsworth re 
newed their motion for a directed 
verdict. 


Judge Coolidge instructed the jury 
to find fc r tho city on the following 
points: 


First—That the sidewalk was not 
such a defect that the city would be 
held liable. 


Second—On the morning that theac 
cident happened rain had fallen and 
ice had formed on all the sidewalks in 
the city, rendering them dangerous 
and any person might have sustained 
injuries on any walk in the city. 


Third—No notice wan ever }iiven the 
city that tho sidewalk where the acci 
dent happened was dangerous. 


Attorney Core will appeal the case 
to the supreme court. 
He believes 
that his client has a stron*; and just 
case and says that the city knew the 
walk was dangerous.
